As the two towns are so near of a 
size, and this being a representative 
Eusteru and Reno a representative 
Western town, I have been drawing 
interesting comparisons between them. 
There is more brick used here, and 
the business streets have more two and 
three-stery houses. The pavements 
are better. The two principal streets 
are well laid with cobble stones, and 
side gutters drain them. They would 
be about equal to Commercial Row 
trom Schoolfng’s to the Depot Hotel. 
and Virginia street from the track to 
the bridge. They have good gas, but 
vo water works, although the country 
is full of running streams, and ditches 
could be built far cheaper than our 
Highland ditch was. Gas costs $3 a 
thousand bere and $6 in Reno. Ash- 
land has no daily paper, nor has Mans- 
field, which bas 6,000 inhabitants, 
There are two weekly papers, one Re- 
publican and one Demooratic. Modesty 
forbids my saying how much better 
the Weexty Garras is, but it con- 
tains pearly twice as much reading 
matter as either one. They have a 
good fire engine, three brass bands, 
Masonic, Odd Fellow, and other 
lodges, and about such stores and 
markets as Reno. There is any quan- 
tity of small change in this country, 
and people watch the pennies as closely 
as Nevadans would the short bits. I 
think business is greatly benefitted by 
the use of one, three, and five-cent 
pieces. The trade in trifles is very 
large, and makes & good part of the 
merchant's profits. Where people have 
to pay ten cents for a knick knack 
they simply go home without it, where 
if they could get it for a couple of 


| cents they would take it. 


It is hard to realize what a small 
part of the world Nevada is. I have 
fuled to see the smallest item cf sews 
from there in any Eastern paper. I 
have secn San Francisco dispatches 
about a walking match and a delayed 
steamer, and a tew items of that kind. 
Very few of the papers have mining 
itecks reports, but I didn’t seem to 
suffer any on that account. Eastern 
papers are full of the biggest kind of 
Nes copied from Westerau papers, and 
the Calaveras handlers printer item (I 
wonder if that is true) seems to be in 
demand. If you want to be copied 
get up big lies. They will go further 
than the most important facts you 
could gather in a week's travel. As 
for real valne, of course they compare | 
as gold and lead, and time proves all 
things. The much talked of boom in 
business is apparent at a glance. It is 
everywhere and in everything. Five 
vears ago the people here were prac- 
ticing small economies which Western 
people never thought of. They de- 
prived themselves of everything not 
absolutely necessary, and many did 
not look to have the ordinary comforts 
of life. Salaries were very low and 
profits were scarce and small. A great 
many busiress men were holding on at 
an actual loss because they had faith 
in the country. Houses were empty, 
shops aod factories were still and 
thousands idle. Now everything is 
changed. The country is fairly hum- 
ming. Wages are better and men are 
scarce. All the mills asd manufactor- 
ies have a year's orders ahead, and are 
crowding out the work and getting 
cash for their goods. Railroads that 
were sold for their bonds a year or 


eighteen months ago are now paying 


Values have advanced, lands are high 
crops are immense, exports are grow- 
ing. and prosperity is seen everywhere. 
This is a great aod splendid country, 
and is worthy of the admiration and 
love of all its citizens. F.
